Any 
American-made plane not so 
identified was known to be 
enemy-operated. 

Fighting against the Soviet 
MIG jet is in an area entirely 
over Communist territory.

Red air- 
craft inevitably land on home 
soil. 

News of this development 
was not unexpected, but our 
aircraft people had hoped that 
in the crashes the ar-gun 
sight, which has given our pilots 
great firepower advantage, 
would be destroyed by the crash 
or the surviving pilot. But, this 
was not always possible. Pilots 
often were wounded and help- 
less even though managing to 
bring their ships down with a 
minimum of damage. 


Deep. Blue’ 


This news. merely makes 
thicker the deep blue atmos- 
phere of the Pentagon. No one 
has any clear idea of what is 
behind the severe Eisenhower 
budget cuts upon which the ad- 
ministration insists.

Armed service morale is dan- 
gerously low. The ruthless. wip-

san officers. 

It means, whatever the protes-

This may 
be exaggerated, but with the 
present example before them 
the services are not inclined to 
believe so. The more cynical 
already are spears of ‘‘party 
commissars.’ 


Best Target 


Belief is that the Air Force 
is being hit the hardest only be- 
cause it had the largest appro- 
priation and offered the best 
target for a politically inspired 
move to make an economy 
showing. 

And, if that seems cynical, 
the Air Force is sorry. That’s 
the way it feels—deep down. 

As for the argument that we 
have more aircraft than at any 
other time their answer is that 
of course we have. The plans 
made two years ago are just 
now beginning to pay off. Even 
if the funds are tut we will con- 
tinue to show a gratifying in- 
erease for the next 14 to 16 
months. But, there will come a 
time when the effect of it will 
be felt—and it may come at a 
most inopportune time. There- 
fore, to use the present increase 
as justification for a cut is re- 
garded as hypocrisy of the 
worst sort. 

Also, atomic aircraft research 
will suffer. The aircraft indus- 
try is in no position to finance 
it privately. They point to a re- 
cent refusal by a large private 
concern to go ahead with a 
Navy gas turbine engine be- 
cause the government wouldn’t 
put up the $40,000,000 necessary 
for test and development facili- 
ties. 

The feeling is that President 
Eisenhower knows better but 
has given in to those who think 
the Air Force can be run like

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Transit Proposals 
Sound Practical 


The proposal being considered by 
the Atlanta Traffic Commission to re- 
qdest that express trolleys be switched 
from Peachtree to Spring St. to relieve 
the unbelievable congestion on the for- 
mer during rush hours sounds like a 
practical idea. 

And before the argument about ex- 
pensive overhead wires is advanced, 
let it be noted that large gasoline 
busses could fill the bill for express use. 


The present system or concentrating 
these express busses on Peachtree ag- 
gravates what still is our most pressing 
traffic problem in downtown Atlanta— 
how to keep traffic moving on the city’s 
busiest thoroughfare. It will serve no 
purpose to provide downtown parking 
areas if the traffic itself cannot reach 
them or leave them because of this 
congestion. 

The proposal to abandon the bus 
stop fronting the Candler Building on 
Peachtree sounds like another good 
move. 

These two steps would not solve At- 
lanta’s transit problem. They would, 
however, help to relieve the immediate 
situation and relief for the immediate 
situation is the pressing need. 


The senatorial investigating com- 
mittee now looking into the transit 
problem is right in saying that it is 
tied in with many others brought about 
by Atlanta’s growth. They are right, 
too, in looking at it from the stand- 
point of future development and 
growth. The Atlanta Transit Co. did 
not make the problems; they grew 
around it. The same problem exists in 
all major cities. Traffic ills are national. 


The entire field of -planning At- 
lanta’s future and of solving the accu- 
mulated problems of rapid growth of 
the past few years are involved. The 
question of traffic flow, parking, street 
and expressway development and use 
are all allied to an efficient public 
transportation system. 

The Atlanta Traffic Commission 
and the senatorial investigating com- 
mittee seem to be approaching the 
problem forthrightly and with good 
sense. However, immediate problems 
cannot await solutions until the re- 
building and replanning of the entire 
metropolitan area is complete. We 
meed more practical ideas and public 
support for putting them through now.

Small Stick, Loud Talk 
Do Not Go Together 


Our Allies, our enemies and the 
American people themselves are likely 
to be a little confused about what ap- 
pears to be strange contradictions in 
Washington, contradictions that even 
President Eisenhower’s speech do not 
explain. 


There is an element in Congress that 
preaches a course of total danger while 
busily trimming the defense budget. 
The situation and the consequences 
therefrom is aptly described by the 
Washington staff of The Christian 
Science Monitor as follows: 


Teddy Roosevelt would have a 
hard time with the inclinations of 
the present Congress: its most 
prominent two currents are at di- 
rect variance with his precept 
“Speak softly and carry a big 
stick.” 


Most difficult task of the ad- 
ministration is to curb the present 
inclinations of Congress to whittle 
the American stick, while talking 
ever louder. 

The administration’s reduced 
draft request (24,000 men a month 
as against 48,000 a month) was joy- 
fully received on Capitol Hill, as 
was the announced intention to cut 
the Air Force goal from 143 groups 
to 120. With these went congres- 
sional assertions of further trim- 
ming of the arms program. 


At the same time, many of the 
men who seem to think it’s safe to 
cut defense below the Eisenhower 
limits are furious over the Church- 
ill-Attlee effort to push truce talks 
in Panmunjom and seek a high- 
level talk with the Russians. 


The mood of Congress is strong- 
ly toward substituting tough words 
for guns. 

This is putting a heavy strain 
on the alliance. London, Paris, et 
al, would probably go along with 
tough words if they saw the Amer- 
ican military stick being strength- 
ened proportionately. Their am- 
bassadors here, however, are re- 
porting an inclination toward mili- 
tary weakness, which explains the 
leaning of their governments to- 
ward softer words. 

It is a justifiable observation 
that the alliance is at a new low 
point from which it probably can 
be raised only if and when Presi- 
dent Eisenhower masters his Con- 


gress and guarantees that defense 
economies will not become a tobog- 
gan slide to major American dis- 
armament. 


America’s Great Need 


Is More Brainpower 


The National Manpower Courficil 
has reported to President Eisenhower 
and the nation that one of the pressing 


. problems facing us today is the short- 


age of brainpower—the development of 
youth through higher education to meet 
the demands of our present-day society. 
Doctors, nurses, engineers, scientists, 
and many other technically skilled per- 
sons are not being produced in num- 
bers to meet the need. The failure 
leads to a weakening of the national 
economy and national security. 


The problem is not new nor is pub- 
lic awareness of it only recent. We 
have been pointing out for some time 
that here in Georgia only about 25 per 
cent of the top graduates of our high 
schools attend college. The cause is 
largely economic, but we have lagged 
behind in making the opportunities we 
have available to our youth. 

The way must be opened for more 
young people to attend college. States 
would profit from a program that low- 
ered fees and dffered more _ scholar- 
ships to qualified students. in state 
schools. Georgia and other states need 
this trained “brainpower.” Improving 
the educational level of our people is 
directly connected with survival of free 
society—more so than at any time in 
history.

We Must Buy, Too, 
If We Are To Sell 


Europe is not the only place in the 
world where dollars are scarce. South 
American countries are finding it in- 
creasingly difficult to earn the Ameri- 
can dollars through trade they must 
have if they are to purchase our prod- 
ucts. Needless to say, there is a great 
demand for our goods, as there is all 
over the world. 


For instance, take the case of Ven- 
ezuela. She has been one of our best 
customers, earning many of the dollars 
needed through exports of oil to this 
country. Right now, however, pro- 
posals in the United States Congress 
would stop these imports—more than 
20 different bills pending would dras- 
tically curtail shipments. 

“If the United States doesn’t buy 
our oil, we'll look elsewhere for our 
goods,” says the Venezuelans. In fact, 
they will have to. 

And they will not have far to look. 
Recovered European industrial plants 
are not only seeking raw materials but 
an outlet for their manufactured prod- 
ucts. They are busy in South America. 
Brazil and other countries which have 
dollar gaps are eager for trade. They 
are looking to Britain, to Germany, 


France and other European countries— ° 


including Soviet Russia. 

If we freeze foreign producers from 
the American market, it follows that 
sooner or later we will be deprived of 
them as customers for our products. 
Our exports will dry up on ,the vine, so 
to speak.

Something remarkable happened in At- 
lanta. The voters in this Georgia city 
chose a Negro for the board of education. 
Nothing like it had happened since Recon- 
Struction Days. Dr. Rufus E. Clement, 
president of Atlanta University, won de- 
cisively over his white opponent, J. H. Lan- 
saa who had served on the board since 

There are no special explanations; cer- 
tainly. the result had nothing to do with 
bloc voting. It seems to have been sim- 
ply a case of the majority of the voters 
—22,142 against 13,800—concluding that Dr. 
Clement, an able educator and civic leader, 
ought to be on the school board. The whole 
thing was devoid of rancor and prejudice, 
and when the votes were counted the loser 
sent his congratulations in the good old- 
fashioned American way. 

Perhaps the people of Atlanta consider 
Dr. Clement’s victory as just a little less 
astounding than it appears to the rest of 
the country. They were, after all, only 
‘doing what comes naturally. As Dr. Clem- 
ent puts it so truthfully, there is “a very 
solid core of good will” in both racial 
groups. All it needs is ‘‘a chance to ex- 
press itself.”” He is quite correct in saying 
that this was ‘‘a victory for the people.’ 
All those who are inclined to belabor the 
South on slightest provocation should pon- 
der Dr. Clement’s comment: ‘‘I’ve been 
feeling for some time that the people of the 
South are far ahead of what some people 
think they are.’’ He has the outline of 
sofnething big there.

U.S. Yielding 
On Truce Stand 


WASHINGTON—The United States gov- 
ernment, yielding to the pressure of the 
British government, has decided to back 
down and make sweeping concessions to 
the Communist point of view in a final ef- 
fort to bring about an armistice in Korea. 

Instructions to the American negotia- 
tors have gone forward and will be the 
basis of a .. pen to be formally submitted by 

me the UN next Monday at 
Panmunjom. 

The new plan will 
give the Communists 
more time in which to 
‘“‘persuade’’ the prison- 
ers held by the United 
Nations to go back to 
their native countries— 
North Korea ‘or Red 
China. 

The story behind the 
whole change’ in the 

UN position is this: It is being assumed by 
American officials that the Red Chinese 
want an armistice, both because the Rus- 
sians are not keen to continue furnishing 
war supplies and because the Korean War 
has been causing considerable injury in 
men and materiels to the Chinese regime. 

On the UN side, the pressure from Great 
Britain has been a significant factor. If 
the British viewpoint were not accepted, 
the alternatives would be prolonged negoti- 
ations at Panmunjom or an all-out military 
offensive. President Eisenhower is reported 
to be opposed to such an offensive. 

A new formula, therefore, provides 
that anti-Communist prisoners will be 
put under the trusteeship of a five-nation 
commission for a period of from two-to-four 
months. Those prisoners who do not yield 
to such Red ‘“‘persuasion’’ will become a 
problem for the ‘‘political’’ conference of 
nations: dealing with all the other subjects 
that will have been left to this group. The 
important change is that a time limit will 
be placed on the period during which this 
item may be debated. 

When this period is over, the prisoners 
will be released to become civilians and go 
wherever they please. 

The realistic view here is that the new 
plan will be the acid test of the sincerity 
of the Communists. 

Once the truce is signed, there will be 
no reason for the UN to resume fighting 
just because of ‘‘political’’ disagreements. 
The Allies will not go along with any re- 
sumption of hostilities. 

That’s the line-up as of today. Once 
there’s a truce, Britain will press for ad- 
mission of Red China into the UN, but on 
that subject -the American Congress may 
demand that a veto be exercised by the 
United States in the security council. Senti- 
ment on Capitol Hill is swinging in favor of 
the joint resolution of Senator Knowland of 
California, which proposes that, if the 
UN admits Red China, the United States 
should walk out. Certainly what happens 
in Southeast Asia will have some bearing, 
too, on the ultimate appraisal that will have 
to be made as to the wisdom of the Eisen- 
hower administration in backing down and 
accepting the truce in Korea yirtually on 
Communist terms.

The Consumer Is 
Again the Loser 


WASHINGTON—How that vague figure 
known as “the consumer’’—which means 
all of us—gets shoved around here and 
overlooked was exhibited in a little comedy 
of errors in the Senate this week. It will 

be told here because it 
is being told nowhere 
else and because it is 
revealing of what goes 
on here. 

As a curtain raiser, 
we must go back to an 
executive order issued 
by former President 
Truman before he left 
office, requiring the 
Federal Trade Commis- 

MRE sion to make an investi- 
oatlent to see what happens to the con- 
sumer’s dollar. That is, who gets what 
part of it between the time products leave 
the farm or raw materials start -through 
the manufacturing process and the time 
when the consumer buys it over the counter. 

Consequently, it is no surprise that some- 
body in the House appropriations commit- 
tee took advantage of the first opportunity 
and sneaked a proviso into the independent 
offices bill that carries funds for the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission which specifically 
forbids such an inquiry. 

It got through the House without a peep. 

But this ‘‘sleeper,’’ as he called it, was 
discovered by Senator Langer (Rep., N. D.) 
and he called it to the attention of the 
Senate when the bill reached the floor there 
this week. The North Dakota senator 
pointed out that such a curb on the broad 
investigative powers of the FTC was un- 


precedented in the 40-year history of that 


agency. 

“The consumer,’’ the senator said, ‘‘is 
entitled to know who is sharing his dollar 
and in what proportions it is being shared. 
When he buys at the retail store, how much 
does the retailer get? What is the manu- 
facturing and transportation cost? How 
much of the price went to materials, labor, 
overhead, and so forth? These are perti- 
nent questions that should be answered. 

“Are the proponents of this particular 
clause in the bill afraid of getting the an- 
swer to these questions? Are they fearful 
of having the spotlight of publicity thrown 
on excessive and unjustified price increases 
which have captured a_ disproportionate 
part of the consumer’s dollar?’’ 

The answer, of course, is that somebody 
along the line is afraid. The figures pre- 
sented by Senator Langer and others dur- 
ing the debate, based on reports compiled 
by the FTC and the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, show that net earnings 
after taxes on food and tobacco processing 
corporations, for example, have been stead- 
ily rising while the farmer’s share of the 
consumer’s dollar has been steadily de- 
creasing. So with other products. 


.. You can guess the end of this story 


yourself. 

You know who won? Those middlemen 
who are taking more of your dollar than 
they should. In short, the usual routine.

Two Italian Priests Battle With Reds 
For Minds of Homeless Youngsters 


NEW YORK—The world capitals have 
their eyes on the June 7 elections in Italy, 
where the Communists and their Nenni- 
Socialists comprise’ perhaps the strong- 
est leftist political party outside of the 
Us: oe ae oe 

There are other eyes on that election, 
and none are owned by smaller persons 
(or, so the persons 
themselves feel) than ** 9m 
those of Oresti Cerri . ; 
and William Porter 
Carolini. They are the 
two priests who formed 
Orphans of Italy, Inc., 
and set up two camps , 
for homeless boys near 4 
Milan, a strongly pro- 3 
Communist city. 

That was in 1945 and 
it came about in a dra- 
matic way. Cerri and Carolini, whose 
mother was an American, had both served 
as chaplains with Italian forces. Carolini, 
who volunteered because his mother, broth- 
er and four sisters—all Italian citizens— 
were under suspicion in Florence for hav- 
ing pro-American leanings, served with 
Italian troops and airmen on the French 
front, at Tobruk, and before Stalingrad. 

But a run-in with a Nazi officer, who he 
heard denouncing the Pope, made him a 
marked man. He was forced to escape to 
Switzerland after Hitler took charge of all 
Italy, and there he and fellow-escapee 
Cerri made a pledge. 

When the war was over they’d find the 
orphans of Italians killed on the Russian 
front. and help them as best they could. 
Both priests were certain that communism 
would take strong root in the ruins of 
Italy, and that it would find its richest har- 
vest among the young and hungry. 


Monsignor Carroll-Abbing was at work 


with his Boystowns of Italy, to the south 
of Rome. Cerri and Carolini moved into 
the Milan area. From the first hour it 
has been almost a life-and-death struggle 
with the Communists for the bodies and 
souls of the count3ess orphans or street 
gypsies of the area. 


The Communist camp nearby does not 
call itself Communist. It is called some- 
thing with an Italian flavor. It has better 
tool shops than the poverty-stricken priests 
can afford: better buildings. Last Febru- 
ary and March the boys under the wings 
of the two priests had only cheese and 
bread to eat. The boys in the other camp 
got good pasta and minestrone and often 
meat. The mothers of three boys being 
cared for by the priests took their sons 
away and put them under the Communists. 


The two struggling priests, living from 
day to day, taking no salaries, existing on 
contributions, try to reassure the older 
people who come to them and say, ‘They 
must mean well, these people. They do 
much for our little ones.”” The priests tell 
them, “You had 25 years of fascism and 
you see how it ended. This, too, is totali- 
tarian and you will wind up the same way 
if you embrace it.”” But some nod and Say, 
‘In the meantime, we have promise of 
food and a job.” 

Arturo Toscanini, Mrs. Francesca Lodge, 
and some good people in Brooklyn, Fitch- 
burg, Mass.: Montclair, ‘N. J.; Denver, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles keep Orphans of 
Italy, Inc., going. Father Carolini is visit- 
ing the committees at present; using as his 
base a friend’s apartment at 58 West 957th 
St. (Studio 27). He is a lone man shyly at- 
tempting to win a few allies to the appal- 
lingly unequal battle he must fight.

“The array of major legislation en- 
acted during those first 100 days (of the 
Roosevelt administration) has lost none of 
its dazzling brilliance over 20 years: the 
Emergency. Banking Act to. save the col- 
lapsing banking system; the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act to pick the farmer up off 
his back; the CCC, the NRA and the Pub- 
lic Works Administration—all designed to 
put hungry Americans back to work; re- 
form legislation—the Security and Ex- 
change Act to curb unscrupulous practices 
of stock speculators; the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Act, to give the nation confidence 
in its bank deposits. 

“The Home Owners Loan Corp.’ and 
the Farm Credit Act, to help a nation of 
mortgage holders and farmers starving for 
credit; the Tennessee Valley Authority, to 
harness resources of a great region of the 
South and bring to it a prosperity it had 
never known.”’ 

The senator emphasized that all these 
great acts and others were passed in one 
unprecedented session of Congress which 
lasted just 103 days—from March 4, 1933, 
when President Roosevelt called an extra 
session, to June 16, when the body ad- 
journed. 

Perhaps, as he says, ‘‘Never before in 
our history has there been such a burst of 
creative action to solve the desperate prob- 
lems that confronted the nation.”’ It is also 
true, as the Democrats are pointing out, 
that the Eisenhower administration has ac- 
complished little in comparison, none of it 
new or in the field of legislative innovation. 

But the real test will lie in the record 
of achievement to be built up by the GOP 
over the first two years. 

But the Democrats are entitled to their 
fun and the public is not likely to judge 
the Eisenhower administration in terms of 
the contrast now being offered. It will be 
time enough a year hence and later to bee 
gin making a firm appraisal of the record,

NEW YORK, May 20—(— 
Newsman William N. Oatis said 
tonight that “at no time’’ did he 
act as an espionage agent of the 
United States embassy in Prague 
“in the sense that this term is 
understood in Western countries 
within the range of my experi- 
ence.”’ 

The 
Press correspondent returned to 
this country Monday after two 
years’ imprisonment in Czecho- 
slovakia on an espionage charge. 

Oatis said he was issuing the 
statement because there was a 
question still outstanding con- 
cerning his relations with the 
Prague embassy. 

Frank J. Starzel, AP general 
manager, also issued a state- 
ment. He said Oatis was vir- 
tually exhausted physically and 
planned to ‘“‘withdraw into seclu- 
sion temporarily.”’ 

WRITING TALE 

Starzel said that after Oatis 
has had a good rest, he will re- 
turn to New York to write the 
story of his experiences. 

The Oatis statement said: 

“I appreciate the consideration 
reporters and _ photographers 
have shown me in their work on 
the story of my return home 
after two years and 23 days in 
prison in Czechoslovakia. 

“The question still outstanding 
has to do with my relations with 
the United States embassy in 
Prague. That question I am 
answering now. 

‘In Czechoslovakia, I gathered 
news as Prague bureau chief of 
the Associated Press.

“Sometimes I got from various 
sources tips on news stories that 
had not been made available by 
official Czechoslovak information 
agencies. 

“On some occasions having re- 
ceived such tips I went to the 
U. S. embassy in Prague, men- 
tioned the reports in question to 
people there, and asked them 
what they knew about these 
things. In doing this my purpose 
was not to give them information 
but to get information from 
them. | : 

““But- at ho time did I act as 
Aan espionage agent of the em- 
bassy in the sense that this term 
is understood in Western coun- 
tries within the range of my ex- 
perience.”’

ROKs Battle

When they escape, six 
months is added to their time. 
Scme have penalty time totaling 
two years. ‘ 

Mrs. Gerlach agreed the sys- 
tem should be changed. She said 


she and Mrs. Phil Cawton, assist- 
ant superintendent, were trying 
to work out a “point system” 
which they hoped could be 
adopted. Under such a system, 
Mrs. Gerlach said, it would be 
possible for a girl to be released 
in seven or eight months due to 
good conduct. 


“TI told the girls they may 
or may not have done a 
wrong,” Mrs. Talmadge _re- 
ported. ‘“‘If you have been done 
wrong, two wrongs don’t make a 
right. The only way to be re- 
leased from this school is through 
good behavior, I told them. As 
long as you misbehave, you are

“‘and it left its mark on us. I bought the place, Sister sold her 
home in Atlanta, my niece gave up her job as a nurse and here 
we are.”’ | 


The other day Mrs. Burlingame celebrated her 90th birthday. 
Her sister, Miss Orvis, is in her 80s. Her daughter, Miss Josephine 
Burlingame, is old enough to have retired from her profession as 
@ nurse—and all three are beautiful, white-haired, sun-browned 
women with tremendous vigor and vitality. Until Mrs. Burlingame 
de¥éloped a heart condition which has confined her to her bed, 
they were practically self-sufficient. They grew what they ate in 
the rich plum-colored soil at the foot of the mountain, they cooked 
it on wood fires, kept going with wood they hauled down from 
the mountainside themselves.

Two outhouses, the 
mest attractive privy in the mountains and a bathhouse with'a 
tin.tub down by the brook continue to serve them in lieu of a 
city’ bathroom. The privy is painted inside, with bright-colored 
pretures all over the wall.

The bathhouse is strictly a wintertime conven- 
jence. In summer they fill the tin tub from the brook in the 
morning and by late afternoon the sun has the water as warm as 
new milk. 

“On the grassy banks of the brook they can sit in the tub and 
survey their little domain with the luxury of an Egyptian princess 
on the Nile. The mountains rise above them, blue and serene;
